of the proposal. This address will be 
drawn shortly after the Christmas 
holidays, and leading members ct the 
committee expressed the hope tonignt 
that it would be met by early activn. 

Approval by the states will insure 
a call from the national committee for 
the national convention of 1916 along 
the lines laid down today. 

The reorganization plan adopted 
came as a compromise which retilect- 
ed the views or many committeemen 
that southern representation should be 
reduced, but not brought to the vanish- 
ing point. 

Text of Resolution. 


The resolution reads as follows: 

“Confident that the action of this 
committee, representing as it does, 
practically the unanimous sentiment of 
the republican electors of the states, 
will be ratified by the repUblican elec- 
tors of the states, 

“Be it resolved; that this committee 
shall issue a call for the national con- 
vention to be held in the year 1916 to 
nominate candidates for president and 
vice president in accordance with the 
following basis of representation: 

“kach state shall be entitled in such 
convention to four delegates at large; 
one delegate at large fur cach repre- 
sentative in congress at large from any 
state; one delegate from each congres- 
sional district; an additional delegate 
from each congressional = district in 
which the vote either for republican 
presidential electors in 1908, or for the 
republican candidate for congress in 
19:4, shall have been not less than 
7,500 and that for each delegate chosen 
an alternate delegate shall be chosen 
in the same manner and at the same 
iime to act in the absence of the dele- 
Bate. 

“Provided, however, 
basis of representation

Howell Urges Bigger Reduction. 


R. B. Howell, of Nebraska, led the 
fight against the resolution. He said 
republican voters would not be satis- 
fied with a reduction of the sort pro- 
posed, and pointed out the comparative 
strength of the delegations from sever- 
al northern and southern states under 
it, giving also the precentage of votes 
cast in these states to show the re- 
yublican weakness below Mason and 
Dixon's line, and strength above it. 
He proposed as a substitute one of the 
plans submitted by the republican na- 
tional committee, which provided for 
four delegates-at-large from each state 
and one delegate in addition for each 
ten thousand votes or major fraction 
thereof cast tor the republican candi- 
date for presidential electors in 1908. 
This plan would reduce southern repre- 
sentation to 119 delegates. 

Mr. Howell was opposed by Senator 
Rorah, former Governor Hadley holding 
the Louisiana proxy, Committeemen 
Remmel, of Arkansas, and McGregor, of 
Texas, and H. L. Johnson, a District of 
Columbia negro, who held a proxy from

New York, December 17.—In com- 
memoration,of the first power flight 
ever made by a heavier-than-air md- 
chine, Orville Wright was given a re- 
ception at the Aero Club of America 
tonight. Ten years ago, Wilbur and 
Orville Wright made their first flight 


in an aeroplane at Kitty Hawk, N. C., 
the former remaining in the air just 
58 seconds. 

Orville Wright announced tonight 
that his recently invented stability de- 
vice would make the aereplane as near- 
ly fool-preof as anything could be, 
and that it was more accurate and re- 
liable than any aviator.

Three negroes, confessed murderers 
of Mrs. Jefferson Irby at Wrens, Ga., | 
were taken from the jail in Augusta | 
last night and placed in a high- | 
powered touring car to be brought to | 
Atlanta by devious route. At the 
last moment it was feared to trust 
them upon the train. At a late hour 
this morning the negroes had not been 
heard from, although deputy sheriffs 
at the Fulton county Tower were ex- 
pecting their arrival at any moment. 

It is believed that a puncture has de- 
laved the party somewhere between 
Augusta and Atlanta. No reports of a 
party of lynechers have been received 
from near Augusta. Augusta does not 
know where the party can be. 

William Hart, George Hart and Rob- 
ert Paschall, the negroes, were ordered 
brought to Atlanta by order of Gov- 
ernor Slaton, acting on advice of Sher- 
iff Clarke, of Richmond county, and 
Judge W. F. Eve, of Augusta, that a 
party of men were said to be on their 
way from Jefferson county to get the 
negroes, 

The crime of which the negroes are 
accused and to which two of them are 
said to have confessed is one of the 
most brutal crimes ever committed in 
the annals of Georgia.

Later they were rushed to the jail 
in Augusta, by automobile. On Wed- 
nesday, the governor decided from in- 
formation which he received from Au- 
gusta that they should be transferred 
to Atlanta for safe-Keeping.

Washington, December 17.—A sweep- 


' ing declaration in favor of the princt- 


of government ownership of tele- 
and telegraph lines and an as- 
sertion that the postal service now is 


) self-supporting for the first time since 


1883, are features of the annual report 
of Postmaster General! Burleson, trans- 
mitted today to congress. 

Concerning the acquisition of tele- 
phone and telegraph lines, Postmaster 
General Burleson says that the gov- 
ernment has demonstrated its capacity 
to conduct public utilities, and, from 
his present information, he is inclined 
' clearly to the taking over by the post- 
office department of the _ telegraph 
lines and, possibly, also, of the tele- 
| phone lines. Discussing that the post- 
| master general says: 
| “A study of the constitutional pur- 
poses of the postal establishment leads 
/ to the conviction that the postoffice 
| department should have control over 
all means of the communication of in- 
telligence. The first telegraph line in 
this country was matntained and op- 
erated as a part of the postal service, 
and it is to be regretted that congress 
Saw fit to relinquish this facility to 
private enterprise. 

Wire Business Monopolistic. 
| “The monopolistic mature of the tei- 
(egraph business ma it of vital im- 
| portance to the people\that it be con- 
' ducted by unselfish interests, and this 
can be accomplished only through gov-. 
ernment ownership. 

“The act of July 24, 1866, providing 
for the government acquisition of the 
telegraph lines upon payment of an 
appraised valuation and the act of 
1902 directing the postmaster general 
‘to report to congress the probable cost 
of connecting a telegraph and tele- 
phone system with the postal service 
by some feasible plan’ are evidences 
of the pollcy of this government ulti- 
mately to acquire and operate these 
electrical means of communication as 
postal facilities, as is done by all the 
principal nations, the United States 
alone excepted. 

“The successful operation of the par- 
| cel post has demonstrated the capacity 
of the government to conduct the pub- 
lic utiNties which fall properly within 
the postal provision of the constitution. 

“Every argument in favor of the 
government ownership of telegraph 
lines may be advanced with equal logic 
and force in favor of the government 
ownership of telephone lines. It has 
been competently decided that a tele- 
phone message and a telegram are the 


! 

|same within the meaning of the laws 
'governing the telegraph service and 
' 


therefore it is believed that the statute 
enabling the government to acquire, 
upon the payment of an appraised val- 
uation, the telegraph lines of the 
,;country will enable the government to 
/acquire the telephonic network of the 
country. While it is true that the 
telephone companies have not com- 
plied with the requirements of section 
(9267, Revised Statutes, this cannot be 
j|held to nullify the intent of the law, 
‘since the non-use on the part of the 
}government of any of its constitu- 
‘tional privileges in no wise surrenders 
| the right to exercise these privileges 
i)>whenever the best interests of the na- 
ition demand. 

| “In June last a committee was ap- 
;pointed to make a investigation of 
this subject to determine the prelimi- 
nary steps necessary for the govern-~* 
ment to take toward the acquisition of 
the telegraph lines of the country in 
accordance with section 5267 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. This committee is now 
engaged in preparing its prelimina 
report, and if the findings justify sue 
action proper recommendation will be 
made by the department at a later 
| date.” 


Postal Operations. 


Postmaster General Burleson pre- 
sents an elaborate statement of the 
|financial operations of the postoffice 
‘department, including a discussion of 
the methods of bookkeeping, which he 
has changed. 

“It is gratifying to report,” says he, 
“that the total expense of maintaining 
the postal service for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 19138, is found to be ex- 
ceeded by the revenues for the same 
period; that there is an actual surplus 
of $3,341,906.78, and that the postal 
service is now for the first time since 
1883 self-supporting.” 

As to his general_ financial policy 
Postmaster General Burleson says:

NO INHERITANCE TAX 
CULE 


Comptroller General Wright 
Serves Notice on Ordina- 
ries Throughout State. 


Not one cent of the inheritance tax 
money has found its way into the state 
treasury, according to the announce- 
ment made Wednesday, despite the fact 
that the inheritance tax law passed by 
the recent general assembly has been in 
force for the past four months. Evy- 
ery day estates are passing into the 
hands of heirs in every county of Geor- 
gia, but there are declared to have been 
no returns on this law. 

Comptroller General William A. 
Wright has served notice on ordinaries 
and tax collectors that this new law 
must be observed and has also furnish- 
ed them with copies of the statute. 
The enforcement of the law left 
practically in the hands of the ordina- 
ries, who are required to furnish the 
state with notices of the amount of 
ptaxes due from each éstate. 

The governor, through the attorney 
general and the solicitor general, can 
prosecute ordinaries who tail to com- 
ply with the new law. Section 7 of 
the new law provides that any failure 
to comply with the tax return shall*be 
subject to a fine of $1,000. 

It is hinted that already hundreds of 
executors of estates are now subject to 
prosecution under the provisions of the 
statute. One statehouse official 
Wednesday figured that Georgia has 
already lost about $33,000 through the 
failure or ordinaries to comply with the 
new. law.

that he was describing. The poem suggests 
several deserted villages both in England 
and the United States, but by several writers 
it is believed that the village he described 
was that of a little settlement which lies on 
the Yorkshire coast, near Bridlington, and 
others, that it was Lissoy. The desertion of 
the former village was caused not, however, 
by the reason described by Goldsmith, by the 
the inroads of the sea, which washed away 
the church and the whole village, with the 
exception of one farmhouse, which no doubt 
will also soon disappear, as it stands on the 
very edge of the cliff. 

In all the early copies of Goldsmith's 
“Deserted Village” is shown a vignette en- 
graved upon the title page of a deserted 
Village presenting a place on the seacoast 
with the ruined church on the edge of a cliff, 
features which are said to bear a striking 
resemblance to those of Auburn, now called 
Holderness. 

Moore, in his life of Goldsmith, is of the 
Opinion that the place was Lissoy. This is 
a little village a few miles away from Pallas, 
County Limerick, Ireland, far from the coast. 
But he says, “To attempt to identify any vil- 
lage described by any poet who lived before 
Wordsworth would be as hazardous a ven- 
ture as to identify Windsor Forest from 
Pope’s poem, if he had not provided us with 
a clew on the title page.”

A good many English villages could no 
doubt produce their nightingale, and in that 
case Lissoy might be easily disqualified for 
competing for the coveted position. Regard- 
ing Lissoy an eminent writer says: “Could 
any one have seen the Irish village as it 
actually existed when Goldsmith lived in his 
father’s rectory, assuredly it never would 
have entered any one’s head that Goldsmith 
had it in his mind when he described the 
‘loveliest village-of the plain.” . 

No doubt. however, Goldsmith had no idea 
of reproducing the unsavory incidents of vil- 
lagwe life in Ireland in the eighteenth century, 
when he wrote “The Deserted Village.” 
Though it may be untrue to Lissoy in many 
of its details, the poem is still true to na- 
ture in its spirit, its sentiment and above all, 
its characterization. 

Goldsmith lived in the place for several 
years. In fact, more than half his lifetime 
was spent in Ireland, and, yet it seems to 
have been thought remarkable by a good 
many people that he should possess so many 
of the characteristics of the Irish and 80 
little emphasis placed on this fact by his 
biographers. It was during these years in 
Ireland that his character was formed—that 
he acquired those traits which, engraved 
upon such a nature as he inherited, caused 
him to be the most unfortunate as well as 
the best loved of men. 

The perfect picture of the school-master 
in “The Deserted Village” is said to have 
been inspired by the poet's recollections of 
Thomas Byrne, but equally certain it is that 
the school was an English village school 
and not the cabin where Thomas Byrne 
“shouldered his crutch and showed how 
fields were won.” 

“The Deserted Village” is undoubtedly the 
best of Goldsmith's poems, This poem was 
written in the vear 1796, but it was not until 
the May of the following year that it was 
printed. It is perhaps the most compact 
poem ever written and conveys to the reader 
a sense of the need for every word that it 
contains.

meat is dry and are not 
particularly fond of it. 
This year I thought Il

My son is going hunting 
and I want to know how to treat whatever 
creature he brings home.” 

There is an irresistible 
game, and first-hand caught foods, that 
never fails. Bake, broil or stew your wild 
creatures and they will please and satisfy. 

A motherly woman once told me when 
her little boy brought in his first fish with 
the request that she cook it, she felt that 
she was an incompetent mother because she 
could not do her share. Whether to pick 
the scales off by hand, or to first scald 
them, she did not know; a neighbor saved 
the day for her and she said that after 
that she lost no time in mastering the in- 
teresting principles of game cookery. 

Venison is econsidered by good diners 

everywhere to be our finest wild meat. It 
rank in flavor like bear, nor too rich 
‘possum, yet it has a peculiar definite 
unlike any other meat. Venison cut- 
steaks, tenderloin and all flesh cuts 
be broiled over a clear flame and 
with salt, pepper and melted but- 
ter as you would a fine porterhouse steak. 
If vou cannot broil these cuts they may be 
breaded or floured and fried in a little drip- 
ping in a frying pan, but broiled meat is 
best meat. 

Shoulder of deer and all the large cuts 
are cooked just as you cook mutton or roast 
shoulder of lamb. Currant jelly is always 
served with venison. 

Rabbit stew and pot-pie are 
dishes, but two or three bunnies are requir- 
six persons, as the back and 
choice portions. They may be 
used in making game broth, 
truly a fine soup. The fore legs 
meat of the rabbit are cut off 
in one piece and separated before stewing 
into “helpable”’ pieces, and the thighs and 
back legs are the next choicest. 

Roast rabbit is to my mind a very prac- 
tical way of making this tidbit stretch a 
bit so the entire family may have a plentiful 
Stuff two whole rabbits with a 
bread crumb dressing plentifully 
with powdered herbs. Place in 
covered roasting pan and bake forty min- 
utes. Dredge with flour at the last so they 
will be browned. 

This makes a handsome meat dish and 
is splendid eating. Duck, wild turkey, 
grouse and similar birds need to be wrapped 
of well flavored bacon before be-

BEETHOVEN.

Beethoven, whose name is familiar to al- 
most all people except lovers of modern pop- 
ular music, was a German, who lived over 
a century ago when Germany was stronger 


in melody than !t was in politics. 
In 1770, when Beethoven was born, music

America today, and the man who could com-

tion. When Beethoven was five years old 
he began to study the violin, the piano forte, 
singing and composition. Later at the age 
of nine he got a little education in writing 
and reading, but was always a poor mathe- 
matician, seldom asking for change when 
paying for his purchases. At eleven he was 
assistant court organist and at 13.was pub- 
lishing music. | 

At fifteen Beethoven was supporting his 
family with his music. He was a rough un- 
polished boy, with a bad temper and ridicu- 
lous clothes, but when he went to the piano 
and began to tease heart throbs and day 
dreams out of it his queer clothes were for- 
gotten and even conversation ceased. Still 
we must remember that this latter story 
may have grown some during the last hun- 
dred years. 

Beethoven lived almost sixty years and 
in that time produced about as much music 
as a good right-and-left-handed comic opera 
composer now turns out in a couple of sea- 
sons. His fame became world wide, and 
when it became known that he was about to 
finish a new concerto there was as much 
suspense in England as there is now over 
the American tariff bill. ut Beethoven 
himself was not happy. Before he was 
forty his hearing began to fail, and in his 
last years he could not hear at all. This 
made him gloomy, despondent and gruff, 
but it did not impair his music. 

Beethoven's deafness was a_ tragedy, 
especially because at that time it was so 
unnecessary. ,Haydn, Mozart, Schubert and 
other great masters filled the world with 
beautiful music, and even had he possessed

Milwaukee, Wis., December 17.—The 
demand for 2 physical examination for

“The examination,. according to the 
demand of the law for ‘physical exam- 
ination and the application of recog- 
nized clinical and iaboratory “tests,” 
says the statement, “would involve at 
least four Wasserman tests extending 
over four months, each of which would 
absolutely cost, if properly done, from 
$10 to $15, after which a Noguchi test 
would be necessary and even if both 
these tests were round negative it 
would still be necessary to puncture 
the spinal cord, draw out some of the 
spinal fluid, and make a Wasserman 
test of that. 

“This test being negative, if the phy- 
sician went to the limit of scientific 
‘seareh,’ he would be obliged to make 
a hole in the skull of the applicant, 
remove a portion of his brain, Smear 
it upon a glass slide, stain it and ex- 
amine microscopically for the trepano- 
ma pallida, which is the cause of the 
malady feared.
